Claims 1-6, 13-17, and 20-38 are pending in this application which is a divisional 
application of US application 09/617,805, filed July 14, 2000, now US Patent 6,730,634. Claims 
in the parent patent are drawn to herbicidal methods.

II Claims 4, 6, 15-17, 37, 38, drawn to herbicidal PPD inhibiting compounds and 
compositions, classified in classes and subclasses depending on their chemical 
structure. 

III. Claim 13, drawn to an antibody directed against PPD, classified in class 530, 
subclass 387. 1+. 

IV. Claim 14, drawn to a PPD inhibitor resistant transgenic plant, classified in class 
800, subclass 300. 

V. Claims 20-25, drawn to a sequence encoding PPD, classified in class 536, 
subclass 23.6. 

VI. Claims 26-29 and 34-36, drawn to cells which are transformed with the sequence 
encoding PPD, and transgenic plants, classified in class 435, subclass 418. 

VII. Claims 30-31, drawn to methods of making PPD, classified in class 435, subclass 
69.1. 

VIII. Claims 32-33, drawn to PPD, classified in class 435, subclass 228.
